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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board of Stratham N. H.: 


It gives me pleasure to submit my annual report as sup- 
erintendent of the Stratham schools, the twelfth in the se- 
ries. | 


At the present time Stratham pupils are enrolled in 
grades 1 to 12 inclusive, as follows:

You will note that fifty-seven of this number are in our 
local schools, and that, in the usual course of events, eight 
will go on to the junior high school next year. It is prob- 
able that about the same number will enter the first grade 
next September, making an enrollment substantially as it 
is now. 

The usual statistical tables are appended to this report. 
I hope that all parents and taxpayers will read them care- 
fully, for they contain much information about our pres- 
ent schools and a considerable amount of the interesting 
history of the last eleven years. Table I shows evidence 
that the three most essential elements in a good school are 
present in ours. The most important element is, of course, 
an efficient teacher; two others which might be said to 
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rank next in importance are health and interest. The rise 
in the salary scale during the last ten or eleven years is 
evidence that we consider our teachers efficient. This 
table does not adequately express the degree of efficency 
which our teachers reach. Besides being technically 
trained, they are good disciplinarians, they are good 
housekeepers, they meet to discuss and solve common 
problems, and they possess common sense. The presence 
of elements two and three is shown in Table I in the per- 
centage of attendance column and in the number of tardi- 
nesses recorded. Both these items have been at satisfac- 
tory levels for several years. The statistics relative to the 
schools of last year are shown in Table II. I commend it 
to your attention. Table III is interesting as showing 
what conditions exist in the four towns in Supervisory 
Union No. 16 which are most alike in size. Tables VI and 
VII should be carefully read by those interested in the 
trend of the business end of our schools and those of 
neighboring towns. 


In the main our physical plant is in fair condition, 
though the discussions of the last few years in regard to 
consolidation have tended to postpone the more expen- 
Sive repair items. Of course, one hesitates to endorse re- 
pairs, though perhaps much needed, on buildings which 
may soon be closed. The forthcoming report of the com- 
mittee on remodelling for a central school, which was ap- 
pointed a year ago, will furnish a satisfactory basis of 
plans for repairs. If our schools are to continue as in the 
past, some repair work is essential. Of first importance is 
the installation of a stove at Stratham Hill which will ad- 
equately heat the room at all times. We should not require 
pupils or teachers to remain in such a cold room as we 
have there on every windy winter day. It is often ten to 
ten-thirty o’clock before the thermometer records 70 de- 
grees. The fence, the flag pole, the corners of the grounds 
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and the outside paint at this school all need attention, not 
only because surroundings have important effect on the 
kind of citizen the school produces but because the school 
is seen by thousands of passersby in the course of a year. 
The shades in the Ridge School ought to be replaced next 
year ; they have become almost useless. A vntilating stove 
in this large room is much to be desired. The fence and 
the foundations of the Winnicutt School will need careful | 
attention during the summer. Here, too, we have a large 
room which could be much more comfortably and econo- 
‘mically heated with a ventilating stove. Would it not be 
possible ot install one of those heating outfits each year 
till we become fully equipped? 

I refer you to the report of the school nurse for the de- 
tails of her activities. The interests which we have in the 
health of our children are well cared for by Miss Patten. 
Your policy of sharing with neighboring districts the ex- 
pense of a full time nurse brings to our children skilful 
advice and care. In previous years a single physical exam- 
ination was all the professional attention we enjoyed. 
Miss Patten makes regular visits to the schools once in 
two or three weeks, visits and consults with parents when 
it seems advisable or when summoned, and is available 
in case of an epidemic. I hope that all parents realize that 
such professional advice is at hand free of extra cost. We 
have been fortunate in being for a long time free of dan- 
gerous epidemics. The work of the last two months at 
Stratham Hill School, however, has been badly disturbed 
by whooping cough. 

The usual achievement tests were given at the end of 
last year for the purpose of having tangible evidence of 
progress of individual pupils and schools. The results of 
these tests for the last three or four years are on file and 
of course used in discussing individual cases with teach- 
ers or parents. 

Your cooperation, constructive criticism, and interest 
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have made the work of teachers and superintendent very 
pleasant. Public acknowledgement of our appreciation is 
due and gladly given. 3
